This morning a meeting of citizens 
was held in the rear room of the 
Ada National bank to hear R. M. Rud­ 
dle s reporr on the work done bv 
himself and representatives from the 
other school s affected by the Aiken 
bill. 
He reported that they made an 
exhaustive examination of the peti­ 
tions filed with the secretary of state 
and found a most surprising state of 
affairs. 
It appeared that very few 
of the petitions were regular, about 
800 purporting to have been circu­ 
lated and sworn to by J. W. Aiken 
before a notary by the 
name 
of 
Cowan. 
These 
petitions 
represent 
the major portion of the entire list, 
and to have secured them Aiken must 
have covered the entire state from 
one end to the other and have se­ 
cured not less than 400 names per 
day during the ninety day period. 
The writing of, the affidavit showed 
that they were evidently signed by 
the notary before they were circulat­ 
ed. Aiken putting in the date when 
ready to turn them in. 
Furthermore, 
the petitions sworn to by Aiken bore 
the date of February 12, when, as a 
matter of fact, proof can be had that 
most of the work was done in March. 
Also, it was plainly evident that a 
large percentage of the 
signatures 
were written by parties other than 
the persons 
represented 
to 
have 
signed them. 
Besides this, although 
ii is a felony for a man to sign 
a 
petition more than once, several hun­ 
dred had evidently signed it.; more 
than once, two such 
cases .being 
found from Roff.

VESSEL IN FIVE 


MILES OF TITANIC 


Washington, April 22.—With 
suc­ 
cor only five miles away the Titanic 
slid into its watery grave, carrying 
w’ith it more than 1,600 of its passen­ 
gers and crew, w’hile an unidentified 
steam er that might have saved all 
failed or refused to see the frantic 
signals flashed to it for aid. 
Officer Makes Statement. 
Ibis phase of the tragic disaster 
was brought out today before the 
senate investigating committee when 
J. B. Boxhall, fourth officer of the 
I Mantic, told of his unsuccessful at- 


temps to attract the stranger’s atten- 
ion. 
This ship, according 
to 
Boxhall, 
I could not have been more than five 
miles away and wras steaming toward 
the Titantic. 
So close wras it that 
from the bridge, Boxhall plainly saw 
its mast headlights and then its red 
side light. 


Both with rockets and with the 
Morse electric signal did the young 
officer hail the stranger. Capt. Smith 
and several others in the vicinity of 
the bridge declared at the time their 
belief that the vessel had seen them 
and was signaling in reply. 
Boxhall 
failed to see the reply signals, how­ 
ever, and in any case the 
steam er 
kept on its course obliquely past the 
Titantic without extending aid.

Lifeboats Too Few. 
This and the declaration by P. A. 
S. Franklin, vice president of 
the 
White Star Line, that there were not 
sufficient boats aboard the Titantic 
to carry the ship’s company at one 
time, were esily the features of the 
day. 
The official was quizzed through­ 
out the morning session on the mes­ 
sages exchanged between the 
Car­ 
p a lia and himself after the ship had 
started for New York with the Ti- 
tantic’s survivors aboard. Among the 
survivors was J. Bruce Ismay, man­ 
aging director of the line. 
Among the wireless telegrams read 
into the record was one from 
Mr. 
Ismay urging that 
the 
steampship 
Cedric be held until the 
C a rp a lia 
arrived with its sorry burden. 
He 
declared he believed it “most desir­ 
able’’ that the survivors of the Ti­ 
tanic’s crew' be rushed out of the 
country as quickly as possible. 
He 
also, the message said, would sail on 
the Cedric, and asked that clothing 
be ready at the pier for him when 
the Carpathia docked. 
The 
senate 
subpeonas blocked the plan.
